appropriation of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to'raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100 for the Library. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100 for Band Concerts. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum not to exceed $25 for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the town will accept all, Trust Funds in 
the hands of the Trustees, which have not previously 
been accepted. | 

7. To see if the town will vote to purchase a two-horse 
Road Machine, at a cost not to exceed $300, and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to install a more sat- 
isfactory heating system in the assembly room of the Town 
Hall, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to furnish fuel for 
heating the Town Hall. 


10. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate $300 
for State Aid Maintenance. (The State will pay the 
same. ) 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $65 for two galvanized tile to replace 
two culverts in South Kingston between the residence of 
Edgar H. Vosburg and that of Perry, Burnham, also be- 
tween the residence of Lewis Butler and that of Charles 
Platukas. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $300 for repairs on the Exeter Road be- 
tween Dominick’s Corner and the residence of Charles 


Kaulback. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $200 to be used on the roads in West Kings- 
ton district, in addition to that required by law, the same 
to include the repairs on Benoni Hill. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350 to repair that portion of the high- 
way between the residence of Daniel Hogan and Newton 
Junction.

During the past year there have been several cases of 
contagious diseases in town, but these cases were all con- 
fined to the houses where they first broke out. 


In May there were two cases of small pox in one family. 
In June, two cases of diphtheria, one fatal; and one case 
of typhoid fever. In September, one case of measles. Just 
after we closed our :accounts for the year, two more cases 
of diphtheria, both of a light form and in different parts 
of the town. 


Dr. Joyce has been very helpful in assisting the Board 
of Health, by advice and fumigating. 


Dr. Mitchell fumigated his own cases of contagious 
diseases, at the request of the Board of Health.

MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 
As the years go by the Library is more and more used by 


the citizens of the town. More and more they appreciate 
having a place where they can go and look up any topic 
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which they wish and also having a good supply of the 
latest books to read. The use of the library has 
been considerably extended this year by having a branch 
library at South Kingston under the care of Mrs. 
John K. Barrett. A large box of books is taken to her 
home and when they are fairly well read they are 
returned and a fresh lot taken. Mrs. Barrett cares for 
them without any pay except the knowledge that she is 
helping the community. 

During the year the trustees have fitted up one of the 
rooms in the basement of the Library building to receive 
a large number of the books not much used ‘and thus free 
the shelves for the new book that are being added to the 
collection each year. 

In the death of Dr. Henry L. Sweeny, for many years 
one of the Trustees of Nichols Memorial Library, the town 
suffered a great loss. He had a fine literary taste, was well 
acquainted with books and he took a great interest in hay- 
ing the Library develop along right lines. To fill the 
vacancy caused by his death the other trustees appointed 
Dean Theodore J. Bradley, of the Massachusetts College 
of Pharmacy, as Mr. Bradley hag purchased a home here 
and become a citizen of the town.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
1920-1921.

To the School Board and Citizens of Kingston: 


I give herewith my annual report for the year beginning 
Sept. 1, 1920, and ending June 30, 1921. 


Features Emphasized During the Year. 


The following features were given particular attention 
during the year with the results indicated : 

1—Silent reading in grades 4 to 8: A marvelous im- 
provement was obtained in this kind of reading which forms 
the basis of most study and of the reading of books, maga- 
zines and newspapers after completing school. See the table 
on next page showing the results as indicated by standard 
tests in silent reading. 

2—Fundamental processes of arithmetic: A great increase 
has been made in quickness and accuracy when using the four 
fundamental processes; there is a general’ weakness yet, 
however, in fractions, decimals, percentage and arithmetic ° 
reasoning. 

3—-Health work and supervision of play: Daily health 
drills with windows open have been given in each school to 
stimulate deep breathing, correct posture, etc., and as re- 
laxation. Though round showlders have not been entirely 
done away with, they have been decreased. Nearly all pu- 
pils were enrolled in the Modern Health Crusade with vary- 
ing degrees of success. The supervision of play was most 
faithfully done in South Kingston and with the greatest 
results in the way of abolishing swearing, cheating, bullying 
and loafing and promoting a liking for active outdoor play on 
the part of the girls, a spirit of harmony, and the knowledge 
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of a greater variety of group games and forms of play. ‘The 
least was accomplished in this work at the Plains Primary 
School. 

Each teacher is provided with two or three good books on 
plays, games and folk dancing to assist them in this work. 


ORAL READING TO BE EMPHASIZED. 


The feature chosen for emphasis in 1921-22 is oral reading 
in the upper grades. An attempt will be made to develop 
the following points: 

1—Correct position of body and book and an easy manner. 

2—Voice sufficiently loud, clear and well pitched. 

3—Clean-cut and correct pronunciation. 

4—-Good expression. 

5—An appreciation of the spirit and worth of the better 
selections.

RESULTS OF STANDARD Tests GIvEN By SUPERINTENDENT 
IN JUNE, 1921. 


The following tests were used: Monroe’s Silent Reading 
Test; Ayres’ Handwriting Scale with Freeman’s median 
standards; Willing’s Composition Scale (in letter writing) ; 
Cleveland Arithmetic Tests with St. Louis standards; 
Monroe’s Diagnostic Language Tests with author’s stand- 
ards; Monroe’s Test in division of decimals; Monroe’s Test 
in Arithmetic Reasoning. 
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Conclusions: Compare the foregoing with the results pub- 
lished in last year’s report and notice the marvelous improve- 
ment in silent reading and four fundamental processes of 
arithmetic, the pupils now averaging to be above standard in 
the latter. The most pronounced weaknesses indicated by 
the foregoing data are: 

1—In quality of handwriting. 

2—In arithmetic reasoning.
